eurvey near Comanche been his 
name. 
The article follows: 
In 1865 Peter W. Gravis came 
out of the army, in which he had 
served as chaplain, and in the 
Fall of that, year he was ap­ 
pointed to Stephenville 
Miaaion. 
This was a year before the North­ 
west Texas Conference was set 
off, and while that country was 
still in the Texas Conference. The 
circuit was composed of parts of 
Erath. Comanche, Eastland and 
Palo Pinto Counties. Gravis wrote 
a booklet, toward the end of his 
life, 
called 
“Twenty-five 
Years 
on the Outside Row/* in which he 
explains 
with 
regard 
to 
this 
Stephenville appointment: “As I 
was light for running, and small 
to shoot at by the Indians, the 
bishop gave me the outside row.“ 
Some time in April, 1666, he or­ 
ganised 
the church 
at Dublin. 
There, he tells us, he ran into 
the stronghold of another denomi­ 
nation and a small theological 
war followed. It was characteris­ 
tic of the period after the close 
of the 
Civil 
War, 
when 
the 
churches were gathering strength ; 
end were reaching out into new 
territory, that doctrinal dashes 
often occurred, and these were 
often settled or “thrashed out” 
in public debate. 
Gravis tells us of a contest un­ 
like 
any 
ever 
held 
before 
or 
since. He was challenged on a 
certain point of his doctrine and 
offered 500 head of cattle if he 
could substantiate it from Scrip­ 
ture. A bond was drawn up and 
a day set, and the people as­ 
sembled from far and near. The 
preacher says that after he had 
demonstrated his doctrine for two 
hours, many of the leaders of the 
opposition frankly admitted that 
“the cattle are gone.” But he 
never 
got 
the 
cattle, 
as 
the 
bond 
was 
defective, 
using the 
word 
“give” 
instead of 
“pay,” 
and it was found that he could 
not legally collect. 
Living conditions were hard on 
the “outside row*,” as there had 
Peen 
two 
crop 
failures. 
Grain 
was very scarce, and the only 
nnl! within reach was Bonner’s 
Mill, at the mouth of the Paluxy. 
It w*as 
nothing 
uncommon 
for 
people to travel 75 miles to mill, 
requiring a week’s absence from 
home. 
Gravis had his horse stolen by 
Indians while out on his circuit, 
but friends donated him another. 
While on this lange he held a 
two weeks’ meeting at Palo Pin­ 
to and had 75 conversions, and 
he held a camp meeting where 
the town of Strawn now is. In

.Mission, which 
included 
Hamil­ 
ton County, when Indians attack-

In the Fall of 1880 the Pan­ 
handle district was created by 
the Northwest Texas Conference, 
of which Peter W. Gravis was 
appointed presiding elder. 
In 
1881 
the presiding 
elder. 
Gravis, made a couple of “flying 
trips”—in his buggy—to the Pan­ 
handle from his home in Coman­ 
che. At Seymour he held a quar­ 
terly meeting, and found that a 
church had been organized there 
with 20 members. Proceeding up 
the country, he stayed all night 
at 
a 
Mr. 
Chewning’s, 
near 
a 
little village called Vernon, hav­ 
ing 
two grocery stores and a 
beer saloon. His iournev up the 
country from 
Seymour through 
Vernon and Doan’s on Red River, 
and into Greer County (then sup­ 
posed to be a part of Texas), 
was along the old cattle trail, 
where he saw* herd after herd 
of 
catle 
being 
driven 
to 
the 
North. Some of these herd driv­ 
ers 
help 
him in 
crossing the

Gravis iouurney on to Mobeetie, 
and 
savs 
that for three weeks 
he did not sleep in a bed nor 
under a 
roof. He preached 
at 
Mobeetie. then the extreme civili­ 
zed settlement in the Panhandle. 
He traveled on to “Clarington,” 
and 
retuurned 
along the 
route 
later taken bv the Fort Worth 
and Denver Railroad. He preach­ 
ed at Vernon to a congregation 
of five persons, and found that 
Hosmer had organized a church 
and Sunday school there.
